HE MARCHED iN HILL’S ESCORT

ST. JOHN TALKS. 


An Important loterview with One of New 
York’s Leading Financiers. 


A STRONG ADVOCATE OF BIMETALLISM 


Is the President of the Great Mer- 
cantile Bank. 


THE SITUATION AS IT IS TODAY 


Why He Opposes the Repeal of the Sher- 
man Act—It Looks Suspicious to See 
John and the Republicans for It. 


New York, January 10.—(Special.)—Mr. 
William P. St. Juhn, president of the 
Mercantile National bank of this city, ig 
out in ap itteresting interview today on 
the silver question. Mr. St. John is one 
of the city’s leading financiers and is a 
prominent member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, besides being one of the most prom- 
inent bank presidents in New York. He 
was once whatis known as a prominent op- 
ponent of silver, but while on an impor- 
tant committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce studied the silver question, and is 
today the Best posted man on the subject 
in the United States and is a strong advo- 
cate of bimettalism. Yn™his interview Mr. 
St. John says: 

Beware of This Company. 

‘Why do I oppose the repeal of the 
Sherman law? Well, for a single reason, 
on such short notice among many, and that 
a political reason, because Senator Sherman 
is now among the conspicuous advocates 
of that repeal. The Sherman law 18 a mis- 
nomer for the act of July 14, 1590, adopted 
by the republican caucus in spite of Sena- 
tor Sherman, the then chairman of the 
finance committee of the senate, and not in 
the least degree at his instigativa. Quite as 
cautionary to me a democrat, is the present 
urgency of conspicuous republican newspa- 
pers for this repeal, notwithstanding the 
fact that the enactment was without a 
favoring vote of any democrat in either 
house of congress. 

“The democratic party, now about to ob- 
tain control, will be deemed responsible for 
conditions existing four years hence what- 
ever and whenever legislation adopted in the 
interim shall be held to answer for those 
conditions. 

“lhe immediate repeal of this law of July 
14, 1890, without an adequate substitute 
enactment might occasion a momentary ad- 
vance of prices in the stock market but not 
elsewhere. This Wall street improvement 
wotld be followed, within six mouths at the 
latest, by a ‘slump’ in prices affecting next 
trade circles and lastly real estate. The 
depression becoming geveral aud increasing- 
ly evident in the United States, would oc- 
casion an overwhelming demand for a 
change politically four years hence, as offer- 
ing the possibility of relief and the demo- 
cratic, as the dominant party, would un- 
doubtedly be overwhelmed. 

LEnlarrement Necessary. 

“Why do I predict this result of the pro 
posed repeal? Well, because the gross in- 
crease of our gold money, out of our total 
annual production of $33,000,000 of 
gold, will not exceed $18,000,000 a 
year, if we neither import nor export gold 
in the year. Therefore, primarily, because 
the marvelously rapid increase of the popu- 
lation of the United States and the dis- 
seminaticn of our people over a territory 
seventeen times the area of I'rance, neces- 
sitates a more rapid and constantly in- 
creasing enlargement of the volume of our 
circulating money. This necessity will be- 
come evident to the well informed in recol- 
lecting the lugubrious forebodings of our 
chambers of commerce and newspaper 
scribes of 1878 against the adoption of; the 
so-called Bland law of that year and the 
utter failure of every one of their predic- 
tions of disaster. Out of that law ang the 
law of 1890, against which the identical] in- 
fluences are at work, the United Stat¢s is 
circulating at par with gold today more 
than $505,000,000 of silver in coin ‘and 
paper. The explanation, as just stated, is 
our marvelously increasing population, its 
dissemination over our extensive territory 
and our increasingly vast domestic trade in 
consequence demading a cotinually increas- 
ing sum of primary money for final settle- 
ments. This increase of our population in a 
single decade, from 1880 to 1890, exceeds 
the entire population of Mexico; an increase 
of population in the United States in ten 
years or more than 30 per cent of the en- 
tire population of France; more than 40 
per cent of the population of Italy; nearly 
70 per cent of the populathion of Spain; an 
increase equal to twice the population of 
Belgium; three times the population of the 
Netherlands or European Turkey; four times 
the population of Switzerland and six times 
the entire population of Denmark or of 
Greece. Thus adding nations upon nations 
to our population in every period of ten 
years, we may smile at the solicitations of 
monetary conferences to dictate a scheme of 
primary money legislation for the United 
States as fetters to this giant of the com- 
mercial world. — 

The Real Fffects. 

“Properly administered, the law of July 
14, 1890, operates not in any true sense 
as a purchase of silver bullion. It is, in 
fact, an absorption of silver bullion with 
the creation of lawful money paper to issue 
for it at a current market price. This paper 
money is receivable for all dues to the 
United States ard a legal tender for public 
and private debts. This silver bullion, onte 
absorbed, is to be held in perpetuity, ex- 
cept so much of it as may be coined into 
unlimited legal tender dollars and emitted 
in redemption of their circulating paper 
substitutes. Were this prime requirement 
of the law of 1890 made known abroad, 
the silver bullion accumulated by the United 
States could uo more depress the market 
price of silver than would the dumping of 
it into the boundless sea. The stock of silver 
bullion in the world’s distributing markets 
has diminished during eighteen months from

Return to Tariff Reform. 

We beg to remind the brethren one 
and all that this sudden quieting down of 
the tariff discussion is calculated to create 
alarm in the minds of those who have 
been taught to believe that 
the real mission of the democratic 
party is to bring about tariff 
reform. Instead of the tariff, nowever, 
we see a great deal about what is 
pleasantly termed the silver crisis. The 
amateur statesman from Ohio, meeting 
the statesman from New York, inquires: 
“How is our silvier crisis today?’ and 
the statesman from New York replies: 
“Pretty well, I thank you.” Whereupon 
the tariff reformers all smile and say that 
things are beginning to look very blue. 

We have joined in this discussion but 
one cannot put from us for any length 
of time the idea that the voters of this 
country, who made democratic success 
possible, are more interested in the re- 
form of the tariff than they are in the re- 
peal of the silver law of 1890. And there 
are very good reasons why this should be 
so. The silver law is not only not doing 
anybody any harm but it is adding $4.,- 
000,000 every month to our legal tender 
circulation, whereas the McKinley law 
is robbing the people every hour of the 
day and night. Why, therefore, should 
the subject be so suddenly and myste- 
riously dropped? It may be true that the 
goldolators believe the repeal of the sil- 
ver act of 1890 to be more important 
than the repeal of the McKinley act, but 
that belief is not shared by the voters of 
the democratic party; and we trust the 
brethren will not try to create that im- 
pression. 

What about the extra session? What 
about the preparations that the demo 
crats ought to begin to make during the 
next three months. These matters are 
vastly more important than the repeal 
of the silver law—especially when every

A Sign of the Times. 

At a time when literary art is carried to 
such a high state of perfection as to suc- 
cessfully masquerade as genius, and when 
literary men have all become schoolmen, 
it is encouraging to note that in certain 
loca.ities a form of literay life is beginning 
to assert itself, which allies itself rather 
to the vigor of the daily press than to the 
dusty ethics of a monotonous realism. 

There has been of late a tendency among 
observing men to watch with interest 
what seems a prophetic voice from the far 
northwest, whose hub and center is Chi- 
cago. There is something significant in 
the fact that in the greatest commercial 
center of this country there should bégin 
to appear the evidence of an intellectual 
quickening. Despite the slurs which the 
devotees of such an impecunious craft as 
literature are wont to cast on an abound- 
ing commercial prosperity, the history of 
the ages goes to show that literature is 
the handmaiden of prosperity, and the 
first-born daughter of commerce. The 
life of the marts and bazaars is apt to 
find its mirror in the mind of genius and 
to kindle the flame of a national litera- 
ture. 

There was a day when the scepter had 
not departed from the Atlantic coast, 
either in politics or letters, and the de- 
scendants of the Plymouth colony held 
undisputed sway as the highest American 
literary tribunal. But the transmission of 


mainspring of intellectual life, but there is 
a culture which, by its extreme refine- 
ment, may stifle the abundant intellectual 
energy of which it is the result. A gen- 
eration may arise which inherits the artis- 
tic appreciation of its fathers to a degree 
which its fathers themselves did not pos- 
sess. But like a hothouse plant, it lacks 
the nervous vigor without which genius 
will lose all the color and glow of life. 

It is thus that a new movement in a 
section abounding in all other forms of 
prosperity is beginning to attract the at- 
tention of observers. It is true that as yet 
there hasappeared no transcendent star 
on the western horizon. But it is not in 
the greatness of an individual effort that 
a rising tendency may be traced. That 
is the culmination, not the beginning. 
Neither is it so much in the extreme ex- 
cellence of many minor efforts that a 
prophetic note may be discerned. It lies 
rather in the spirit than in the form, and 
it is this which gives cause for the hope 
that America may look to the west for a 
new school of fiction, which, untrammel- 
ed by the influence of a former gen- 
eration, may draw: its cruder inspiration 
from na@ire, rather than graft upon itself 
the art éf its fathers and atone for its 
lack of inspiration by excessive re 
finement of expression. 

The great moving spirit which may be 
said to animate literature to the west of 
the Alleghanies is action--that action 
without which philosophy degenerates 
into platitudes and fiction into philosophy, 
If there is anything which will give hope 
in a novelist it is that his dialogue is spir- 
ited and his climaxes dramatic. Though 
it takes the form of the short newspaper 
story or the paper-backed novel, it is a 
redeeming trait. Its presence shows a 
life which has not been stifled by fumb- 
ling in the dust bins for a literary straight

from the west which has attracted 
tention of the thoughtful. It 
but a passing flutter, but it has a 
which indicates a more enduring life, 
it may be that the east will yet hav 
bow toward the setting sun to 
American Dumas or Dickens.

The young men who compose this body 
of our citizen soldiery give their time 
and attention to the hard work necessary 
to put themselves in a position where 
they can properly sustain the honor and 
protect the people of this state and this 
city. It may be true that the state ought 
to properly house these volunteers, but 
as the state will not do this, it is the duty 
of the city to help these young men “keep 
their powder dry.” 

To build a proper armory is not a gift; 
it is only a loan by the city to men who 
may be needed in an emergency to risk 
their lives to protect not alone every 
dollar’s worth of property of Atlanta’s 
citizens, but perhaps the lives of our help- 
less women and children. We give a 
faithful yard dog food and shelter. Then 
why not lend these nen at ‘east u proper 
shelter when we get their services for 
nothing and even their lives if necessa- 
ry in the performance of duty? 

The members of the council who have 
not pledged the boys this meager recog- 
nition should do so at once! 

The expenditure shotld be made 
economically, but it should be 
sufficient to make the military feel proud 
of their city and not ashamed to point 
to what the city does as a mark of ap- 
preciation of their service. Keep the ti- 
tles of the property in the city and no 
taxpayer will grumble.

Whisky Has Prison 


SOME STARTLING 


That Will Cause a Grand Jury Investiga- 
tion—Foyr Moonshiners, Who 
Were T-vst es, Accused, 


If the story told by Will Wyatt, the young 
man who has been confined in ‘the couuty 
jail on a writ of lunacy, is true, four moou- 
shiners have been daily supplying the bib- 
ulous jailbirds in the Fulton country prisun 
with as much red-eye as they would pay 
for. ; 

Wyatt’s story appears to be borne out by 
the statements of several other prisoners 
in the jail, and sensatioval developments are 
promised. ‘True or not true, the story will 
be investigated to the very bottom, and if 
it is found that there has been such a gross 
violation of the prison rules and of the state 
law, those guilty of the violation will be 
made to suffer. 

According to Wyatt the sale of whisky has 


| been going on for several months, and fre- 


| quertly as much as two gallons of whisky 


was brought to the jail in a single day. 

The tratlic in liquor was carried on in such 
a& way as to escape the vigilance of the jail- 
ers, and it was but the result of accident 
that it was discovered. Wyatt tuld such a 
stra.ghtforward and plausible story about the 
alleged sale of whisky im the jail that withb- 
out the coufirmation of it from other, pris- 
oners the jailers were disposed to believe it. 

Wyatt was only mildly aifected mentally, 
and was one of the two dozen trustees whu 
are allowed the freédum of the jail and of 
tue tront ruvoms of the prison. He was a 
quiet, inoffensive young feliow and gave the 
keeper no trouble, always obeying their or- 
ders. , 

tie usually spent the time in a big room 
in the trout of the jail aujoiming the jailers’ 
otice. In this room a dozen or more moon- 
shiners aud other trusties made their head- 
quarters. A Window, shuttered with bars of 


| iron, opens frum tuis room into the jail 


yard frouting tue street. 

Yesterday one of the trusties complained 
to the juilers that Wyatt had taken a piece 
of tobacco from him and refused to give it 
back. ‘he jailers investigated the charge 
against Wyatt and that led two the disclusure 
of the way it came to be in the jail. He 
said that the tobacco had been sold to the 
prisoners by some moonshiners who had been 
conducting a regular business in the jail. 

“And that is not all,” said Wyatt, ‘they 
not duly sell tobacco to the prisoners but 
they sell whisky. ‘The prisoners in the room 
there can get Just as ruen liquor as they 
waut by only giving their order to the moun- 
shiners who furnish it, and paying for it upon 
its delivery.” 

Wyatt then went on to explain how it 
had been done. Two moonshiners, James 
Dodson and Joe Pierce, were the leaders of 
the men who furnished the whisky and to- 
bacco to the prisoners. They were trusties, 
and as such, allowed to go out upon the 
streets at times. Almost every morning 
they would go out and order what whisky 
the prisoners wanted and have it’ sent 
around. The way it was delivered was the 
slickest part of the scheme. They would 
have it brought .to the window of the room 
in which tk? trusties spent the time and 
was handed through the bars. They did it 
early of mornings and while the jailers were 
busy on the inside and could not detect what 
was going on. He said it occurred daily and 
was done with the utmost privacy. None 
of the prisoners would give the snap away. 
_ After hearing Wyatt's stury the jailers 
immediately began an investigation, and they 


soon learned that it was not a mere vagary 


of a disordered min@“but founded on fact. 
The matter was reported to Sheriff Barnes 
and he began a thorough investigatic3. It 
was difficult to settle guilt upon any of the 
prisoners, but tue circumstances were strong 
against several. Other prisoners told about 
how whisky had been carried to the jail 
and handed in to the prisoners through the 
window. 

The investigation will not stop where it 
now stands, but will go before the grand 
jury and be sifted until the guilt of the 
thing is fixed upon the right parties. It will 
ed be investigated by the grand jury 

ay. 

It is safe to say that no more liquor will 
be furnished the prisoners, as the recent 
developments have opened the eyes >of the 
jailers, and they will watch for the of- 
fenders.

THE FORMING OF AN ALUMNI SOCIETY 


There Are Several Graduates in Atlanta, 
and They Will Holda Meeting 
Next Friday. 


Thefe will be an important meeting in 
the office of the state school commissioner 
next Friday afternoon. 

It will not be in the usual line of meetings 
which have occurred in that office, but, 
nevertheless, it will be one of very great 
importauce, 

It relates to the old Oglethorpe university, 
ap institution which was recognized at one 
time as the peer of any college in the state, 
but which is now’ unhappily numbered 
among the dead institutions of Georgia. 

The memories of the old college, how- 
ever, are still fresh and the alumni members, 


who enjoyed the privilege of an education 


within its walls, are scattered all over the 
south. Many of them are living in Georgia 
and not a few of them are residents of At- 
lauta. 

The college was a faithful servant of its 
“Jay and generation,” and many prominent 
and able men were connected with it in its 
palmy days. 

Among the number may be mentioned 
the lamented and immortal poet, Sidney 
Lanier; Samuel K. Talmage, an uncle of 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, and a man of 
wonderful scholarship and piety; Rev, 
Charles W. Lane, the venerable pastor of 
the Presbyterian church, of Athens, Ga, 
and Dr. James Woodrow, the renowned 
evolutionist of South Carolina. 

It is impossible, of course, to give the 
names of all the alumni and matriculates of 
the institution who are living in Atlanta. 
Among the number are: Mr. Z. D. Harri- 
son, clerk of the supreme court; Colonel D. 
N. Speer, ex-state treasurer; Captain S. D. 
Bradwell, the state school commissioner; 
Mr. Samuel H. Askew, of the American 
Trust and Banking Company, and Captain 
Winfield Woolf. All of these gentlemen are 
Well known and their careers in Atlanta 
have handd@omels illustrated their alma 
mater. 

The Oglethorpe university was a Presby- 
terian institution, and was established by 
the synods of Georgia, South Carolina and 
Alabama. It was located near Milledge 
ville, Ga., in Baldwin county, and there it 
flourished for quite a number of years. 

It is doubtful if any institution of learn- 
ing during the same interval of time, was 
more fruitful in its contributions to the 
pulpit and other professions of the land 
than the old Oglethorpe university. 

This fact, in addition tothe pleasant 
memories begotten by the seboolboy life 
that was passed within the institution, has 
led to a movement on the part of the resi- 
dent matriculates for the purpose of form- 
ing au alumui socicty. 

The idea was discussed informally for 
several months among the members. It was 
not, however, until recently that any plan 
was formulated or any steps taken in the 
line of putting these ideas into effect. 

First Meetin:. 

The first meeting of the members looking 
towards the formation of an alumni society 
was held just before Christmas in the office 
of State School Commissioner Bradwell. 

There was a goodly number present, but 
still it was deemed advisable to defer the 
matter for another week and in the reantime 
call upon every alumnus of the institution 
to be present at the next meeting. 

Every graduate of that institution, there- 


‘fore, is urged to attend the meeting next 


IFviday afterndon. 

Iv. vill occur_in the office of State School 
Commissiover Bradwell, and the chairman 
will call it to order promptly at 4 o'clock. 

All who have matriculated at the uni- 
versity, whether or not they have obtained 
sg diplomas, are included in this invita- 

on. 

It is likely that a very pleasant reunion 
will be agreed upon to take place early in 
the summer, consisting of a banquet and 
reminiscences by those present.
